Yesterday’s Pioneer Pres» contains 
the following which will be of special 
interest to oar reader» ; 
Quite on important case to the peo­ 
ple of Crow Wing and Cub counties 
was decided io the supreme court yes­ 
terday in the appeal of the State ex 
rel. Leon E. Lum, v s. Dav id Archi­ 
bald- This was an appeal from an 
order directing that a peremptory 
writ of mandamus issue against the 
defendant Archibald, assessor of Crov r 
Wing county, directing him to pro­ 
ceed with the assessment of the real 
and personal property to a tract of 
land alleged to be a part of Crow 
Wing county. The controv ersy arose 
from two acts passed by the legisla­ 
ture, the appellant claiming that the 
latter one repealed the former, which 
detached the land and property in 
question from the uuorganized coun­ 
ty of Cass and made it a part of Crow 
WTing codflty, subject to the approv al 
of the legal v oters in the organized 
countv . 
The assessor, howev er, had 
closed up his work, passed it in to the 
board of equalization, 
which had 
examined it and adjourned. The court 
holds that his duties were therefore 
ended, and a writ of mandamus would 
be of no effect upon him. 
Upon this 
point the decision of the lower court 
ts rev ersed, the syllabus of the opinion 
of J ndge Collins being as follows: 
State of Min n esota, ex rel. Leon X. Lam, r« lator, 
respon d en t, vs. David Archibald , assessor, etc., 
appellan t. Syllabus: 
1. T# justify a court in bold in g that an act of 
the legislstn re is repealed by on e subsrqm-n tly 
passed , it must appear that the later en actmen t N 
certain ly an d clearly in hostility to the earlier. If 
by an y reason able con struction the two statute* 
can stan d fogether they must so stan d . It is on ly 
in the even t that harmon y is impossible that the 
earlier en actmen t if repealed . 
2. From th# termi of chapter J18, Gen eral 
Laws 1887, which d etached from the un organ ized 
ooun tv of Cass a part oi lta territory an d attached 
it to the organ ized coun ty of Crow Win g (if the 
elector* of the last-men tion ed coun ty should ap­ 
prove the measure by ballot) it ia man ifest that 
the legislature min d was particularly an d speci­ 
ally called to the subject therein d ispos/d of. 
Held that said chapter 118 was n ot repealed by the 
passage subsequen tly of an act which was of gen e­ 
ral application to the organ ized « .un tie» of the 
state, viz: Chan ter 119. Gen eral Laws 1887. 
S. It is a fun d amen tal prin ciple of the law of 
man d amus that the writ will n ever be gran ted in 
rases when .

At It Early. 
The Veradale people seem to think 
that the people at Aitkin have stolen 
a march on them by calling the legisla­ 
tive committee together, aad the 
Journal says: 
We do not know by whose authority 
the legislative committee of this dis­ 
trict was called together at Aitkin 
yesterday. The chairman of the com­ 
mittee appointed was T. H. Pressnell, 
of Duluth, but as St. Louis county is 
no longer in the district, the commit­ 
tee has no chairman. 
Harrison Lyons, 
the member from Wadena county, is 
now a resident of Hubbard county, 
and was too ill to be present 


The Mille Lacs Indians. 
A Washington telegram says that 
Secretary Noble is in doubt about 
what to do with the Mille Lacs In­ 
dians. By the terms of the act these 
Indians were given the choice of 
selecting lands in severalty at White 
Earth or on the Mille Lacs reserva­ 
tion, when the fact is they have on 
valid title to the Mille Laos lands. 
This matter is now under considera­ 
tion, and it is probable that the Mille 
Lacs will have to go to White Earth. 
There is left of the original appropria­ 
tion $25,000, which will be expended 
in surveying lands for and allotting 
them to the Mille Lacs when it is de­ 
cided where they shall go. 


The Territory is Attacked. 
Yesterday’s Pioneer Press contains 
the following which will be of special 
interest to our readers; 
Quite an important case to the peo­ 
ple of Crow W ing and Cass counties 
was decided in the supreme court yes­ 
terday in the appeal of the State ex 
reb Leon E. Lum, vs. David Archi­ 
bald, This was an appeal from an 
order directing that a peremptory 
writ of mandamus issue against the 
defendant Archibald, assessor of Crow 
Wing county, directing him to pro­ 
ceed with the assessment of the real 
and personal property to a tract of 
land alleged to be a part of Crow 
Wing county. The controversy arose 
from two acts passed by the legisla­ 
ture, the appellant claiming that the 
latter one repealed the former, which 
detached the land and property in 
question from the unorganized coun­ 
ty of Cass and made it a part of Crow 
Wing cotftty, subject to the approval 
of the legal voters in the organized 
countv. 
The assessor, however, had 
closed up his work, passed it in to the 
board of equalization, which had 
examined it and adjourned. The court 
holds that his duties were therefore 
ended, and a writ of mandamus would 
be of no effect upon him. 
Upon til is 
point the decision of the lower court 
is reversed, the syllabus of the opinion 
of J udge Collins being as follows: 
State of Minnesota, ex rel. Leon E. Lum, relator, 
respondent, vs. David A rchibald, assessor, etc., 
appellant. Syllabus: 
1. Ta justify a court in bolding that an act of 
the legislature is repealed by one subsequently 
pas***ii. It m ust appear that the later enactm ent I* 
certainly and clearly in hostility to the earlier. If 
by any reasonable construction the two statutes 
can stand together they m ust so stand. It is only 
in the event that harm ony is im possible that the 
earlier enactm ent i# repealed. 
2. From th* term s of chapter J18, General 
Laws 1887, w hich detached from the unorganized 
county of Cass a part of its territory and attached 
it to the organized county of Crow W ing (if the 
electors of the last-m entioned county should ap­ 
prove the m easure by ballot) it is m anifest that 
the legislature m ind w as particularly and speci­ 
ally called to the subject therein disposed of. 
Held that said chapter 118 was not repealed by the 
passage subsequently of an act which was of gene­ 
ral application to the organized bounties of the 
state, viz: C hanter 119. General Laws 1887. 
S. It is a fundam ental principle of the law of 
m andam us that the w rit will never be granted in 
cases when, if issued, it would prove unavailable. 
Order reversed.

SE N A T E . 
S enator Davis introduced a bill to sstablish 
a p o rt of entry a t B ernardino, a little town 
on the n orth western bonndry of M innesota 
neur Lake of the W oods, 
lf the bill becomes 
a law in its present shape the p o rt will be es­ 
tablished Nov. I, 1890, a clause to th a t ef­ 
fect having been p u t in the bill. 
S enator B lair introduced a joint resolution 
proposing an nm endm entto the constitution 
providing th a t neither the United State* nor 
any sta te shall pass any law authorizing the 
establishm ent or m aintenance ol any lottery 
o r the distrib u tio n of prizes by chance. 
Sec­ 
tion 2 of the resolution provides th a t con­ 
gress shall have power to enforce this article 
by ap p ro p riate legislation. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. McKinley closed the tariff discussion 
with an argum ent in su p p o rt of th e sugar 
schedule of the bill. 
Some gentlemen on the 
o th er side had said th a t when th* Dem ocrats 
cam e into the m ajority they would refuse 
to m ake any ap p ro p riatio n

Hare, the Hlhwayman. 
Hare was the Dick Turp n of hie 
day and an associate of Murrell and 
Mason,the Mississippi bandits. The 
principal interest attached to his ca­ 
reer was his connection with the’alleg- 
edplot to kidnap President Madison 
and deliver him over to Admiral 
Coekburn, the commander of the 
British fleet. When in August, 1814, 
the British, under Gen. Ross, entered 
Washington and burned the capitol 
and most of the public buildings, it 
was evident that they must have 
been guided by men who knew the 
country well. 
II are was a soldier in the American 
army, and had been released from 
jail to enlist in the service. In the 
same company was an Irishmen 
named Farrcn, who was a British 
deserter. He sounded Hare os to 
the possibility of seizing the president 
and taking him down the Potomac 
to the English fleet. 
Two other men were to be secured 
and the project carried out. Farren 
wanted money, and to get it under­ 
took to rob a man on the road near 
Washington, but his intended victim 
was a powerlul, resolute fellow, and 
shot Farren, who died the following 
day. He had always claimed to Hare 
that he had been offered a thousand 
pounds for securing the president, 
and that Gen. Ross was in the 
scheme. 
Hearing of Farren’s mishap, Hare 
got apprehensive that the Irishman 
had betrayed him, so he stole his 
captain’s horse and escaped to Balti­ 
more. After a reckless career in com­ 
pany with his young brother Louis 
and a well knowu criminal named 
Alexander, he stopped the mail at 
Havre de Grace ana got $ 13,700 in 
specie and notes. The entire party 
were captured in Hunt’s clothing 
store in Baltimore the next day. 
Alexander and Hare were hanged, 
and the brother was given a ten year 
sentence.—Philadelphia Times.

T h e M ille L a c s I n d i a n s . 
A Wrashington telegram says that 
Secretary Noble is in doubt about 
what to do with the Mille Lacs In­ 
diana. By the terms of the act these 
Indians were given the choice of 
selecting lands in severalty at White 
Earth or on the Mille Lacs reserva­ 
tion, when the fact is they have on 
valid title to the Mille Laos lands. 
This matter is now under considera­ 
tion, and it is probable that the Mille 
Lacs will have to go to White Earth. 
There is left of the original appropria­ 
tion $25,000, which will be expended 
in surveying lands for and allotting 
them to the Mille Lacs when it is de­ 
cided where they shall go.

The Territory is Attached. 
Yesterday’s Pioneer Press contains 
the following which will be of special 
interest to our readers: 
Quite an important case to the i>eo- 
ple of Crow Wing and Cass counties 
was decided in the supreme court yes­ 
terday in the appeal of the State ex 
rel. Leon E. Lum, vs. David Archi­ 
bald. 
This was an appeal from an 
order directing that a peremptory 
writ of mandamus issue against the 
defendant Archibald, assessor of Crow 
Wing county, directing him to pro­ 
ceed with the assessment of the real 
and personal property to a tract of 
land alleged to be a part of Crow 
Wing county. 
The controversy arose 
from two acts passed by the legisla­ 
ture, the appellant claiming that the 
latter one repealed the former, which 
detached the land and property in 
question from the uuorganized coun­ 
ty of Cass and made it a part of Crow 
Wing cofffity, subject to the approval 
of the legal voters in the organized 
county. 
The assessor, however, had 
closed up his work, passed it in to the 
board of equalization, 
which had 
examined it and adjourned. The court 
holds that his duties were therefore 
ended, and a writ of mandamus would 
be of no effect upon him. 
Upon this 
point the decision of the lower court 
is reversed, the syllabus of the opinion 
of J udge Collins being as follows: 
State of M innesota, ex rel. Leon E. Lum , relator, 
respondent, vs. David A rchibald, assessor, etc., 
appellant. 
Syllabus. 
1. T® justify * court in bolding th at an act of 
the legislature is repealed by one subsequently 
passed, it m ust appear that the later enactm ent i- 
certainly and clearly in hostility to the earlier. If 
by any reasonable construction the two statutes 
can stand together they m ust so stand. 
It is only 
in the event that harm ony is im possible that the 
earlier enactm ent is repealed. 
2. 
From ths terroi of chapter 118, General 
Laws lf&7, w hich detached from the unorganized 
countv of Cass a part of Its territory and attached 
it to the organized county of Crow W ing (if the 
electors of the last-m entioned county should ap ­ 
prove the m easure by ballot) it is m anifest that 
the legislature m ind w as p articularly and speci­ 
ally called to the subject therein disposed of. 
Held that said chapter 118 was not repealed by the 
passage subsequently of an act w hich w as of gene­ 
ral application to the organized oc.iu.tiej of the 
state, viz: C hapter 119, General Laws 1887. 
3. It is a fundam ental principle of the law of 
m andam us that the w rit w ill never be granted in 
caaes w hen, if issued, it w ould prove unavailable.

H om an was prim e m inister 
in the m agnificent co u rt of Persia. T h o ro u g h ­ 
ly appreciative of the h o n o r conferred, he, 
expects everybody th a t he pusses to be ob­ 
sequious.

of their greatest arrogancy. 
If there be a

with worldly success, you have b u t to stund 
a fitjle while and you will see him come 
down. 
You say. I wonder th a t God allow* 
th a t m an to go on riding over o th ers’ 
heads and m aking g reat assum ptions of 
power. There is no wonder about it. H um an 
has n o t yet g o t to the top. 
Pride is a com 
m ander. well plumed and caprisonsd, but it 
leads forth a d ark and frowning host. 
We 
have the best a u th o rity for saying th a t 
"P ride 
goeth before destruction, nnd a 
h aughty sp irit before a fall.” The arrow s 
from the A lm ighty's quiver are a p t to strike 
a m an when on the wing. 
G oliath shakes 
his g reat spear in defiance, b u t the sm all 
stones from the brook Elah makp him s ta g ­ 
ger and <al! like nn ox under the butcher’s 
bludgeon. 
He who is down cannot fall. 
Ves­ 
sels rcudding under bare pole# do n o t fee! the 
force of the storm , b ut those w ith all sails 
set capsize u t the sudden descent of the tern- 
j pest. 
Furtherm ore, let the sto ry of H am an teach 
J us how quickly tu rn s the wheel of fortune, 
j One dsy. excepting the king. ILirnnn was 
the m ightiest roan in Persia; b u t the next 
j day, a la c k ey . 
So we go up and so w«- come 
| down. 
Y'ou seldom find any m an 20 year* 
, in the sam e circumstance*. Of those who. 
in political 16# 20 year# ago, were tin- m ost 
prom inent, how few rem ain in couspicuitv. 
Political parties m ake certain men do their 
hard work, and then after using them as 
hacks, tu rn them out on the com m ons to die. 
i Every few years, there ie a com plete revolu­ 
tion, and ab o u t 5,000 men who o u g h t cer­ 
tain ly to l»e the next president nre sham e 
: fully disappointed; while some, who thi* day 
are obscure and poverty stricken, will ride 
j upon the shoulders of the people, and take 
th eir tu rn a t adm inistration and the spoils 
! of office. 
Oh. how quickly the wheel turns! 
Ballot l>oxfs are the step* on which men 
come down as o'toii as they go up. Of those 
who 
were

ago successful in the

An old French ranchm an nam ed Dupre 
owns a ranch on the reservation which is 
stocked with 2.200 head of cattle, 900 horses 
and 2 0 buffalo. 
B ounteous rains hav e fallen in the Black 
Hills countries during the p a st few weeks, 
and rep o rts from nil s« ctions give prom ise of 
an a b u n d an t crop of sm all grain. 
E. W. Riggle, a B lunt a tto rn ey , wns throw n 
from his buggy by a ru n aw ay broncho and 
sustained in tern al injuries th a t m ay prove 
fatal. 
The expenses of the recent session of the 
South D ak o ta legislature am ounted to $95,- 
034.09. 
The senate cost the sta te $23,553.- 
10 and the house $59,482.30. while $10,000 
was expended in legislative printing. 
Sherm an Butler, of O rland, hired a tram p 
to work a b o u t the house, and during the ab ­ 
sence of his em ployer the tram p broke into 
a tru n k , stole an expensive suit of wedding 
clothes and g o t a brisk move on himself.

o r the d istrib u tio n of prizes by chance. 
Sec­ 
tio n 2 of the resolution provides th a t con­ 
gress shall have power to enforce th is article 
by a p p ro p ria te legislation. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. M cKinley dosed the tariff discussion 
with an arg u m en t in su p p o rt of the su g ar 
schedule of th e bill. 
Some gentlem en on the 
o th er side had said th a t when th e D em ocrats 
cam e in to the m ajo rity they would refuse 
to m ake any a p p ro p ria tio n 
to pay the 
bounty. 
F earing this, the com m ittee had 
provided th a t the ap p ro p ria tio n for the 
p aym ent of bounties should be a perm unent 
one. 


SEN ATE. 
Mr. Farw ell introduced an am endm ent to 
the bill lor m eat inspection authorizing the 
secretary of agriculture, whenever he m ay 
deem it expedient, to cause to be m ade a t 
such tim es and places and in such m anner as 
he thinks proper a careful inspection of live 
cattle to be slaughtered in any s ta te or te r­ 
rito ry for consum ption, o r the p roducts of 
which are to be sold in any o th er 6 tate ort«y- 
ritory.

McKinley s tariff bill was adopted in the 
H ouse by nearly a stric t p a rty vote.

ist voted with the dem ocratic opponents. 
R epresentative Wilson was notified by the 
secretary of the in terio r th a t the revised list 
o f questions to ba used on m aking prow 's of 
settlem ent on public lands has been approved. 
The changes h a re been incorporated in to a 
bill which Mr. W ilson introduced early in the 
session, und are intended n o t only to simpli- 
ly the process of m aking proofs, b ut to suve 
expense to settlers. 
The num her ol questions 
is reduced from forty to less th a n tw enty. 
SENATE. 
Mr. Daniel to o k the floor for a speech on 
the silver bill. 
He claim ed th a t the financial 
system of the co u n try was o u t of jo in t. 
The 
currency was insufficient in volum e to m ain­ 
tain trad e and was irrespective of tho law sof 
trade. 
S enator M oody will n o t talk on sil­ 
ver, b u t is prep arin g an exhaustive a rg u ­ 
m ent on tin, which he will m ake in the sen­ 
a te when the tariff bill is considered. 
It is the present intention of m em bers of 
the senate finance 
com m ittee to rep o rt 
a su b stitu te 
for the McKinley tariff bill 
when their consideration of th a t mens ire 
shall have been com pleted. 
This course is 
deemc*d to l»e b etter th an to rep o rt the bill 
as it cume from the house, w ith am endm ents. 
HOUSE. 
The house com m ittee on p aten ts decided 
by a vote of six to tw o to m ake a favorable 
report on the Himonds in tern atio n al copy­ 
rig h t bill.

Now, here was the grand 
opportunity for the manufacturers 
of “artificial honey.” If the article 
could be sold “at an immense profit 
at half the price” of the genuine arti­ 
cle, as Prof. Wiley assures us. these 
bogus manufacturers could have’coin- 
ed money—there were “millions in it” 
apparently. But they failed to ap­ 
pear. The glucose was available, the 
paraffine ditto, and the “appropriate 
machinery” ought, in the interval un­ 
der the law of progress, to have be­ 
come still more “appropriate” and 
perfect in its work; but, strange to 
say, the famine of honey continued.

Again, the wonders of nature are 
presented to us in a most unexpected 
form—that of a plant which feeds up­ 
on metals—by one of the African ex­ 
plorers, who claims to have accom­ 
panied Stanley in his journey to the 
center of the “Dark Continent.” We 
have been told many years ago 
about “Afric’s golden sands,” but 
never expected to hear that these 
rich sands could be turned to ac­ 
count in growing crops of gold. The 
professor, whose name is not Anna­ 
nias, however, states that he found 
a plant which would feed upon any 
kind of metal which might be placed 
near its roots, and in a few days 
w ould take on the characteristics of 
that particular metal. He fed the 
plant upon some copper coins, and 
the leaves soon took on the appear­ 
ance of copper and shone in the sun­ 
light 
like burnished 
gold. They 
could be tent around the fingers, 
and were not injured even by a fire 
made around and over the plant. 
The professor, with his practical as 
well as scientific mind, suggests the 
use of this plant for makintr hedges, 
as by feeding it upon steel filings or 
scraps it would make a perfect fence 
and might even develop thorns upon 
the branches, which would render it 
a perfect substitute for the present 
costly barbed wire fence. A speci­ 
men plant was placed in the hold of 
a steamer, but on arrival at Cairo it 
was found to have taken root so 
firmly upon every metal bolt in the
